General Strike

Budapest (.ff)—Passive resist- 


ance against Russia's puppet Hun- 
garian government continued to- 
day throughout the battered na- 
tion. Speculation grew that Yugo-' 
•lavia's- President Tito may have 
to intervene to solve the stale- 
mat*. 


Muciuo£ the revolution-wrecked 


country 
remained Idle in the 


throes of a virtual general strike. 
Factories were crippled, workers 
stayed away from their jobs, 
transportation was broken down, 
food was desperately short, and 
Russian tanka remained on the 
•treet. • 
" 


Opposition to the Soviet-install- 


ed government of Premier Janos 
Kadar spread even to the regime's 
own newspaper, Szabad Nep. 


Journalists and printers at the 


paper's printing shop Joined the 
nationwide strike and refused to 
put out today's issue. The news- 
paper had been the only one print- 
ed in Budapest since Russian 
tanks.rolled into the capital Nov. 
•4 and put the Kadar government 
in power. 


Many middle-of-the-road Hun- 


garian politician* looked to Tito 
as the only man who might solve 
the dilemma in which the Kadar 
government has been rendered 
Impotent by the passive resistance 
of the rebellious Hungarians and 
even of diehard Communists. 


The Yugoslav ambassador to 


Budapest went to Belgrade yes- 
terday, while the former Hungar- 
ian Communist Premier brought 
to power briefly by the revolt, 
Imre Nagy, remained in refuge 
her* In the Yugoslav Embassy.

clinic does not have a cure for 
cancer. 


Tha government wants to des- 


troy the pills beacuse it said they 
are worthless in cancer treatment 
and were misbranded when they 
were confiscated in the March, 
1955, raid on the Portage clinic. 


According to the government, 


the pills involved in the trial are 
airniliar to those developed and 
used by Harry M. Ho%sey in his 
cancer treatment method. Hoxsey, 
a Dallas, Tex., naturopath, is not 
on trial.

trial only as an interested party.

Polish Leaders 
To Talk With 
Soviet Bosses 


Warsaw, Poland (&)—Commu- 


nist party boss Wladyslaw Gomul- 
ka and three other Polish leaders 
left by train today jfor consulta- 
tions in Moscow, ignoring warn- 
ings from some party members 
that it might be wiser to forego 
the trip. 


Gomulka is said to be seeking 


a reduction of the number of So- 
viet troops stationed in Poland 
and the uprising in Hungary 
against Russian domination is ex- 
pected to be a prime argument in 
his case. 


He wus accompanied by Premier 


Jozef Cyranwiewicz, Maj. Gen. 
Alexander Zawadski of the polit- 
buro, chief planner Stefan Jerda- 
chowsM and a large group of eco- 
nomic and military advisers. 


The party boss, who has taken 


the lead in shaking off a large 
measure of Soviet interference in 
Poland, had received resolutions 
from a number of Communist par- 
ty branches warning against the 
trip. 


The pronationalists faction had 


finally won the ouster of Soviet- 
trained Marshal Konstantin Kokos- 
sovsky as defense minister and 
deputy premier. 


The visit had been scheduled for 


last month, shortly after Gomulka 
returned to power and placed 
Poland on. a "nationalist" course. 
But the departure was delayed by 
the crisis in Hungary.

Take-Off of U. N. Units for 
Cairo Postponed Another 24 
Hours; Blame Disagreements

Capodichino Staging Area, Italy (AP)—The takeoff of U. 


N. police force units for Egypt was postponed another 24 
tiours today, but political and supply problems indicated the 
delay might be even longer. 


As new arrivals swelled the growing force to more than 


300 men, a Swiss air spokesman announced,

possibility for taking off for Cairo is 8 a. m. tomorrow (2 a. 
m., EST)." 


Supply and housing problems and disagreement between 


Egypt and Britain, France and Israel on the force's mission 
were seen as the reasons for the postponements.

Washington (AP)—President Eisenhower said today 


United States would oppose—probably through the United 
Nations—any intervention in Egypt by Soviet or Chinese Com- 
munist volunteers. 


The President left up in the air just what form such ep- 


position might take. 


He told a news conference, his first since re-election, that 


the nature of such opposition would depend upon the specific 
circumstances of any intervention. 


There have been reports that-t- 


up to 50,000 Soviet volunteers 
were ready to move into the Mid- 
dle East if Moscow should 
give 


the word. 


Dan Shorr, a CBS correspon- 


dent in Moscow, said in a broad- 
cast from the Soviet capital today 
there was reliable information 
there that Egypt had asked for 
Russian volunteers. Shore was cut 
off the air when he started to 
enumerate details of the volunteer 
force. 


A week ago, the White House 


Issued a statement saying that the 
introduction of any new armed 
forces in Egypt "would violate 
the U. N, charter, and it would be 
the duty of all U. N. members, In- 
cluding the United States, to op- 
pose any such effort." 


In the light of that ntatement 


Elsenhower was asked today what 
form U. S. opposition would take 
under such circumstances. 


He replied it was impossible for 


him to say at this point. 


Then he commented that the 


U. N. la not restricted, aa he put 
it, to adoption of resolutions. 


The President added that he 


was not going to say the United 
States would make a unilateral 
determination—that is a decision 
by itself — about how to handle 
such Intervention. He noted that 
last week's White House state- 
ment said it would be the duty of 
U. N. member countries to oppose 
intervention. 


Eisenhower Bald this country 


certainly would lend support to 
any U. N. action. It was at this 
point that he added that the ac- 
tion need not be restricted to 
adoption of resolutions.

The President eaid there was

Al- 
though he did not say so, Eisen- 
hower presumably was referring 
to U. N. Intervention In Korea.

column of the second issue it occu- 
pied with a story about "Our Hew 
Church!" The opening paragraph 
of this article is a classic in it- 
self. It says: "Now it came to 
pass in the year of our Lord, about 
1895, as some of the eiders of the 
Presbyterian church of Warren, 
set by their fires musmg, the Spirit 
of tha Lord came upon them and 
they said to one another: "Lo, we

Kingdom would veto the use of such a force In Egypt HOMT ,And

'Egypt and Hungary are not being considered by the Security 
Council.

France and the U.K. are openly defying the General Assembly 


cease-fire resolution on Egypt, so their troops cannot be used for 
police action. The United States does not want to send troops to 
Egypt. That would give the Russians the opportunity they have 
been seeking to move in.

The General Assembly has therefore had to instruct U.N. Secre- 


tary General Dag Hammarskjold to try to get commitments for 
troops from the smaller nations for restoring peace to Egypt. 


Article 43 of the U.N. charter pledges all member nations lo 


make armed forces available to the Security Council on its calL 
These troops were to be under direction of a U.N. Military Staff 
Committee. It is made up of deputy chiefs of staff from the five 
permanent Security Council members. 


This Military Staff Committee still exists. Th« current American 


members are Lt Gen. Thomas W. Herren for the Army, Vice 
Admiral F. W MacMahon for the Navy, Lt Gen. Charles B. Stone 
III for the Air Force.
